Another write*: When tho colt ia 3 
or 8 month* old, or perhaps younger, if 
able to travel without injuring it- 
eelf, it klioultl, when tho mare i* ut 
work in tlm field, be hitched to tho 
balnea hy a halter or hrhllo. Later ou, 
when it bo* learned tlm meaning of 
“Get up!” and “Whoa!" it aimuld have 
a small collar aud hame* or hreaat col- ( 
lar harness, tlm tuga of which may lie 
tied up out of tho way, or a very light 
W'fight attached. 

When 1 waa n boy, I made a harness 
that answered my purpose very well hy 
■owing some old hartieua tuga together, 
making tho l,rea>t collar aud tug* ull 
one piece ami tin u rawing tlm bark 
■trap to tlm tugs ut either side. 1 broke 
tny (*o 1 1 in this rude harness, and many 
t pleasant ride did I take on my hand 
sled lu wiMter drawn hy tny favorite 
gray. In < it In r of the Way* mentioned 
great care should he taken not to over- 
tax tlm strength of thocnlt. In addition 
to tin* uIkivo method* a hitting haruesa 
maybe uscul if desired, if I wen* break- 
ing a Colt esjierl.illy fur dtll Dig, 1 Would 
break him with .a hitting harm** only. 

Thus a third: 1 have made a point of 
foiiling tlm h ast amount of fond to keep 
my horao in giaal working condition. 
My commau feed lio* been corn two 
parts, * .ut a two part* and one part of 
ry« or wheat, ull ground together, and 
one part of thi* with ono or two part* 
of bran. I am very partial to clover hay 
when well cured, feeding na small an 
amount as will keep them in good 
ooudition with the work they are do- 
ing. 1 ladle vn in horse* earning their 
living. I never turn my horse* to pa*- 
tnre, na they get nuft, and it take* a 
long time to get back to working con- 
dition. lit lieu of paaturo I rely on car- 
rota, feeding them very ajiaringly 
through the winter, hot nbont tho lat 
of March 1 feed about all they will eat 
until May or un long a* tlm carrot* will 
keep well. I havo a span of colt* 18 and 
SO month* old. Hoth worn broken to 
the halter before they were a woek old 
and tiavo been handled ever since until 
at present they drive nicely. We han- 
dle them only enough to kei p them way- 
wiae Neither hn* been out to pasture, 
but both bnve been fed on tho above 
plan. Thpy weigh resp*«ctively 7S0 and 
050 pound*. They have a yard run.

Tho heavy hurries* hone should fit tho 
heavy vehicle just aa the light harnn** 
horao fit* tlm light wheeled road wagon 
or piano box buggy. Tho tendency of 
American carriugo building has liecn 
to lightlies* of construction. Thiaisaeen 
in the piano box side Imr, tho phaeton, 
the surrey mid many other vehicle* of 
light Weight. Hneh a vehicle demand* a 
horse to suit it — a light framed, rangy 
stylish horse, nimble and oven swift of 
foot, with (lowing mane aud tail. Kng- 
lislt wagon makers run to tho opposite 
extreme. They put tho "stutT” in their 
vehicle*. The high and heavy two wheel 
cart* tire popular, the mail phaeton ami 
an almost unuumberud variety of trap* 
of somewhat similar design are niu< li 
driven, while tbo tendeney toward tbe 
heavy eijuipuge find* thi* climax in tho 
maileoach designed for fonr horse*. 
Obviously tlm horao that i* suited to tlm 
skeletouliku American road rig i* not 
adapted to tlm heavy wheeled trap* of 
English pattern. Hence we may logical- 
ly divide barncs* horao* into two typo* 
—tho light and the heavy, each with 
i* distinctive place. 

Tho heavy trap* aro largely nsod for 
city and park driving, but in tho east 
where hard roads lead from cition to 
suburb* no littlo amount of road riding 
in dogcart, break or coach i* done. For 
the most part tlm men who breed tbo 
harness burses — tbo farmer* of tho cen- 
tral west — are nut familiar with tlm sort 
of vehicle which must lm horned for tbo 
city, and hence aro at sea a* to the typo 
of horse to brood. 

Trotting sire* have been largely pa- 
tronized, with tho result that light aud 
rangy horses, with low action, lacking 
lire ami sulwtanco and in many case* 
wanting beauty of conformation, huvo 
been put on the rnarkot. Moat of these 
horse* can step along at a good pace, 
hut evuu those who indulge in road rid- 
ing are coming to demand *ha|M.line** 
a* well as speed in their horse*. The 
hor*e bret ding districts of the west have 
been scoured to find horse* of suitable 
size, substance aud action to go into 
high priced leather ou city *tr<s*t* with 
brougham-, landau*, carts, break* and 
coaches behind them. It i* needle** to 
say that comparatively few of them are 
fouud which are up to tire standard. 

It I* thi* demand for a heavier home, 
a *hapclicr horse and a horse of higher 
action than we havo been producing 
from our trotter* that leads to the iut- 
portut i< ir of the continental breeds of 
ooachcr* and the Cleveland hay and the 
hackney Heavy carriages demand heavy 
horse*. It needs hut a sight of a modern 
rubber tired brougham to show tho 
borso brooder that tlm Imrse which is 
well adapted to tho phactou or even 
the surrey will not do in the shafts or 
at tiro polo of a vehicle of inch weight. 
There must be moro bone, a larger 
frame, a heavier body, but all without 
coarseness. Aud then tbo flying, extend- 
ed trot of the light road horse must be 
replaced either with tlm stately, dwell- 
ing strido of tlm coach hurra or tbe 
quick, high action of tho hackney. An 
understanding of what tho market de- 
mands will help to put tbo breeder on 
the right track and will show the trot- 
ting horse advocate, if he bo anmuable 
to reason, that he cannot fill tho bill 
with tho horse which has so long been 
popular with tho American publio in 
breast strap barnove to light vehiolea — 
breeder's Gazette.

Thny wore fed 
tbo head* of clover hay that broke off 
a* it fell from tho mow mixed with Na 
1 chop feed — 3 quart* clover head* and 
1 1 4 quarts of chop feed. Thr clover wa* 
soaked in boiling water and then tbe 
chop feed added. This was fed twice a 
day, with a very littlo skimmiik, for a 
mouth. Then I added ono quart of bran 
aud a little ear corn for another mouth, 
when I added about ten cur* of corn 
daily for six weeks. From this time 
tluy were fud tho clover and chop feed 
in tho morning and then filled on ear 
corn and a littlo skimmiik and water; 
at noon oar corn ami water. This was 
fed until they wero killed March 25, 
1894. They dressed 183 pounds each. 
Pigs never grew faster than did these. — 
J. H. Sullwood iu Rural New Yorker.

Live Stork 1'oint#. 

What to do with idle horses iu winter 
i* a hard problem. A good plan iu dis- 
tricts where tho ground is not frozen 
solid to tho depth of several feet is to 
uso them to do the hauling while you 
dig a pond for irrigation purposes iu 
summer. Many farms havo a brook or 
spring nr springy soil iu a place high 
enough to afford considerable full. At 
a convenient place dig a good sized 
pond. Cover the bottom and sides with 
clay, water cement, or wall it, as you 
like best. It will fill full uml stay full. 
In tbo hot dry weather of summer you 
can connect it hy huso pipe with your 
furtu garden or berty patches aud raise 
bounteous crops iu spite of drought 
Thus your horses will moro thau pay 
their way iu winter.
